Although our business roots in Canada reach back to 
1867, this is our Company’s first published annual 
report. Continental’s earliest Canadian ancestor was 
Firstbrook Bros. Ltd., which began building wooden 
shipping boxes in 1867, and later became the first 
Canadian manufacturer of corrugated shipping con- 
tainers and folding cartons. In 1888, A. R. Whittall 
Can Company, Ltd., was a pioneer Canadian can 
manufacturing company. These two companies form- 
ed the base for our Company as it exists today — 
Canada’s leading packaging manufacturer with 
plants and sales offices from coast to coast. We have 
taken the opportunity in this, our first annual report, 
to acquaint the Canadian public with detailed infor- 
mation concerning our operations as a Canadian 
Company. 


PRESIDENT’S 
MESSAGE 


Financial Highlights 

Our Company’s net sales and operating revenues in 
1971 totalled $169,528,000 which, compared with 
$154,733,000 in 1970, represented a gain of 9.6%. 
Earnings before income taxes rose by 6.0% from 
$16,748,000 in 1970 to $17,747,000 in 1971, providing 
a net income in 1971 of $8,859,000. We followed our 
usual practice of investing in our Company’s growth 
in Canada, spending $6,968,000 on capital improve- 
ments in 1971. During the past ten years the Com- 
pany has invested $67,000,000 in fixed assets and has 


paid $20,000, in dividends. 
What We Do 


The major segment of our business is the production 
and sale of containers made from either metal or 
paper, or a combination of both. 

We design, decorate, manufacture and sell a wide 
variety of metal containers and closures. Products 
include cans for beverages, juices, pet food, fruit, 
vegetables and meat, among many others. We also 
make steel pails, twist-off closures and bottle caps. 
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We have recently introduced to Canada a welded 
aerosol container with increased strength and full 
wrap-around lithography. Continental’s innovative 
research has developed a revolutionary, high speed 
system of electronically controlled welding of cans, 
called Conoweld. 


We also provide complete customer services involving 
not only the product to be packaged but the design, 
engineering and installation assistance of complete 
packaging production linesand special purpose equip- 
ment. Our Research and Development Groups as- 
sure the continuous development of new and improvy- 
ed products. These services can be obtained through 
any of our ten Metal Container manufacturing plants 
across Canada, strategically located to serve our 
customers. 


Where volume and other conditions warrant, it is 
feasible to place a satellite manufacturing facility ad- 
jacent to a customer’s operation, feeding containers 
directly by conveyor from our production line. 


Paper operations are divided into four product lines; 
boxboard, folding cartons, corrugated boxes, and 
Bondware. Boxboard, used in the manufacture of 
folding cartons, is produced at three mills — two in 
Toronto and one in Montreal. 


Our Company is a major producer of folding cartons 
in Canada. Plants in Montreal, Toronto and Winni- 
peg, utilizing boxboard from our own mills and print- 
ing inks which we formulate and manufacture our- 
selves, deliver products which meet the high stand- 
ards demanded by our customer’s customer — the 
consumer. 


We make corrugated boxes in four plants — three in 
Ontario and one in Quebec. Rolls of containerboard 
are converted into sheets of corrugated material 
which, in turn, are printed and cut to produce flat- 
folded corrugated containers. These range in size 


from an individual package for a small clock to a 
box big enough to hold a refrigerator. 


Bondware is our trade name for a variety of sizes and 
shapes of decorated paper containers which are used 
for serving hot and cold drinks and foods of all 
kinds. Largely a custom product, Bondware is mar- 
keted through a Canada-wide sales force and pro- 
duced in plants in Toronto, Hamilton and Calgary. 


Our customers are increasingly interested in total 
packaging systems, rather than in the paper pack- 
ages alone. Through our Customer Equipment Ser- 
vice Department, we provide the assistance necessary 
to develop and implement integrated packaging sys- 
tems to fit specific customer requirements. 


We have initiated a diversification program outside of 
the container industry and as a result operate two 
automotive parts manufacturing plants supplying the 
leading producers in the United States and Canada. 
Both of these plants are in Ontario — one in 
Amherstburg and the other in Brampton. 


Personnel 

Our Company presently employs approximately 
5,000 people from coast to coast in a wide variety of 
production, administration, and marketing jobs. The 
long-standing practice of employing Canadians for 
all positions, including the presidency, has contri- 
buted significantly to the strength of our manage- 
ment team and to the loyalty of our employees. 


Our Company’s Board of Directors is made up of six 
non-Company members and six from Continental 
Management. Nine directors are Canadian citizens. 
We have recently developed a comprehensive pro- 
gram of leadership training. Designed to realize the 
ultimate potential of human resources within the 
Company, this program encompasses a new view of 
sharing of responsibility and authority at all levels. 


We recognize and appreciate that our effectiveness 
depends very much on the quality and depth of our 
human resources — and on the experience and dedi- 
cation of all who have shared in the building of our 
Company over the years. 


Ecology and the Environment 

With all thoughtful Canadians, we share a concern 
for the increasing ecological problems of our country. 
An important part of our corporate effort is spent in 
initiating effective pollution control and recycling 
programs. This effort has occupied a significant part 
of our Management attention during the year and 
will continue to do so. For the past 36 years our 
boxboard mills have been using approximately 90 
per cent recycled paper to fill their paper fibre re- 
quirements. We are confident that the intensive 
search presently under way for methods of recycling 
other forms of solid waste, particularly steel con- 
tainers, will likewise result in practical solutions. 

To contribute toward creating communities in which 
Canadians may take added pride, we have developed 
extensive educational aids to assist in the study of 
ecology in our schools. 


Outlook 

Our growth in sales and profits in 1971 reflects the 
growing demand for our products. The various con- 
tainers we manufacture are an integral part of the 
distribution system upon which our society depends. 
We see in this continuing requirement the need for 
many innovations in the design and development of 
new packaging forms and methods. Our success in 
filling this need has had much to do with our past 
development as a company and will continue to con- 
tribute much to our future growth. 

We are close to completing the planning and prelimi- 
nary engineering of a new $25,000,000 paperboard 


mill, to be located in Toronto. The mill, which will 
produce containerboard and coated and uncoated 
boxboard from recycled fibres, is scheduled to start 
production in 1975. This large investment exemplifies 
our confidence, not only in an increased demand for 
our products, but in the economic vitality of our 
country as a whole.

NOTES TO CONSOLIDATED FINANCIAL STATEMENTS 
December 31, 1971 


1. Principles of Consolidation 


The consolidated financial statements include all majority owned subsidiaries. The Company’s 50% investment in an 
associated company as presented in the financial statements reflects a proportionate share of the current equity of that 
company and of its earnings for the year. 


2. Inventories

3. Investment in Associated Company 


For 1970 and prior years, the Company followed the practice of accounting for its investment in a 50%-owned 
associated company on the cost basis. In 1971 it adopted, retroactively, the equity basis of accounting for the investment 
as referred to in Note 1. Had this change not been made the Company’s net income as reported would have been greater 
in 1971 by $240,000 and in 1970 by $58,000. 


4. Excess of Cost Over Equity in Subsidiaries 


At December 31, 1971, the Company’s investment in subsidiaries exceeded its equity in their net assets by $2,579,000. 
This excess is not being amortized because management considers there has been no diminution in the value of the 
investments. 


5. Debentures and Mortgages 


This amount consists of minor debentures and mortgages of subsidiary companies having interest rates varying from 
514 % to 744 %. Repayment will be completed over the years 1972 through 1985. 


6. Pension Plans 


__ The companies have several pension plans covering substantially all hourly and salaried employees. The unfunded 
liability for past service costs at January 1, 1971, the date of the latest actuarial evaluation available, amounted to 
$9,919,000, and is being funded over a twenty-year period ending December 31, 1989. The companies follow the practice 
of paying to the trusts an amount equal to the pension costs accrued. Pension costs for 1971, including amortization of 
past service costs of $1,050,000 amounted to $2,150,000. 


A change during 1971 in the assumptions made by the companies’ actuarial consultants in calculating the funding 
requirements of the companies’ pension plans had the effect of reducing pension expense for the year 1971 by $382,000. 


The change concerned the anticipated rate of return on the assets of the pension funds, and is supported by the historical 
earnings of the funds. 


7. Directors’ and Officers’ Remuneration 


Remuneration in 1971 of the Company’s twelve directors and twelve officers, determined in accordance with the 
Canada Corporations Act, amounted to $21,000 and $452,000 respectively. Two of the officers were also directors. 


8. Class of Business 


The Company’s primary class of business is the manufacture and sale of packaging and containers. Pursuant to a 
diversification policy, investments were made in the automotive parts industry in 1970. These investments contributed 
7.9% of net sales and operating revenues in 1971 and 7.0% in 1970. 


9. Comparative Figures for 1970 
Certain of the 1970 figures have been restated to conform to the classifications adopted in 1971.
